26. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 24, wherein said compound is 
administered by an electrostatic delivery device. 

27. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 26, wherein said electrostatic 
delivery device is hand-held. 

28. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 26, wherein said electrostatic 
delivery device is disposable. 

29. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 26, wherein said electrostatic 
delivery device is for a single user. 
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30. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 26, wherein said electrostatic 
delivery device comprises a removable mouthpiece.
